the  English  High  School 

Text  by  Will  Hynes  Class  of  '48 


English  High  School  has  been  around  since  the  early 
1800's  and  with  more  than  a  century  since  it  was 
founded,  the  English  High  School  has  gone  through 
many  changes  and  has  accomplished  many  goals. 

Up  until  the  early  1800's,  the  education  system  in  Bos- 
ton consisted  of  a  scattering  of  grammar  schools 
throughout  the  town.  A  child's  education  usually  ended 
at  the  age  of  10.  The  exception  to  this  was  the  Latin 
Academy.  This  school,  with  an  emphasis  on  the  study  of 
Greek  and  Latin,  was  primarily  a  preparatory  school  for 
Divinity  students  at  Harvard.  The 
Academy  was  so  called  because  it 
was  paid  for,  at  least  in  part,  by  the 
parents  of  the  students. 

The  Boston  School  Committee, 
which  had  been  established  in 
1789,  sought  to  provide  a  means  of 
educating  those  students  who 
were  not  going  on  to  Harvard. 
They  wanted  a  curriculum  that 
provided  subjects  that  would  aid 
its  graduates  in  achieving  success 
in  the  world  of  commerce  and  in- 
dustry. 

The  Committee  passed  a  resolution  in  1820  that  autho- 
rized the  creation  of  a  public  secondary  school  to  edu- 
cate boys  10-14  years  of  age  with  an  emphasis  on  a 
strong  course  of  study  in  the  English  language.  In  1821, 
English  Classical  School  was  opened  with  an  enrollment 
of  101  boys.  The  building  used  was  an  already  existing 
school  at  the  corner  of  Derne  and  Temple  Street,  on  Bea- 
con Hill.  A  plaque  to  commemorate  the  nation's  first 
public  high  school  can  be  seen  today  at  the  site  of  the  old 
building.  The  school  required  an  examination  for  admis- 
sion and  it  would  remain  an  "exam"  school  until  the  late 
1960's. 

In  1824,  the  school  moved  to  Pinkney  Street  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Charles  Street,  and  was  renamed  "The  English 
High  School."  An  interesting  item  for  discussion  remains 
to  this  day  as  to  the  correct  wording  of  the  school  name 
and  has  been  variously  labeled  "English  High  School", 
"The  English  High  School",  or  "the  English  High 
School."  Because  any  reference  to  the  school  would  usu- 
ally be  preceded  by  the  definite  article  "the",  it  is  unclear 
as  to  whether  or  not  this  is  part  of  the  name  or  just  part 
of  the  sentence  structure.  Over  the  years,  whether  by 
correct  design  or  just  by  historical  usage,  official  docu- 
ments have  frequently  used  the  letter  head  "the  English 
High  School."  It  could  be  safe  to  presume  that  this  is  the 
correct  name.  The  School  Committee,  of  1832,  felt  uneasy 
about  the  legality  of  the  name  "the  English  High  School" 
because  its  existence  was  originally  created  under  the 
name  "English  Classical  School."  It  changed  the  name  to 
its  chartered  name,  only  to  go  back  again  to  "the  English 
High  School. 

In  1844,  the  English  High  School  was  given  a  new 


home  at  Bedford  Street;  only  this  new  home  was  to  be' 
shared  with  the  Boston  Latin  School.  The  Latin  School 
had,  since  1634,  been  located  on  School  Street,  first  on  1 
the  side  next  to  the  King's  Chapel  and  then  in  two  suc- 
cessive buildings  located  on  the  same  lot  across  from  the  (  1 
original  site.  Now  the  two  schools  were  under  the  same 
roof.  Perhaps  this  close  proximity  helped  create  the  in- 
tense  English-Latin  athletic  rivalry  that  exists  even  to  this 
day. 

Also  in  1881,  the  English  High  School,  and  the  Latin 
school,  were  to  move  again.  This 
time  to  the  newly  reclaimed  land 
in  the  South  End.  That  magnificent  » 
school  building,  constructed  to  ac- 
commodate over  2000  students,  , 
was  called  one  of  the  outstanding 
architectural  achievements  in  the 
country  as  of  that  date.  The  two 
schools  cohabited  the  site  until  1 
1923,  when  the  Latin  School 
moved  to  a  new  building  on  Ave-  J 
nue  Louis  Pasteur  in  the  Fenway 
and  the  English  High  School  , 
would  remain  in  the  South  End 
building  until  the  early  1950' s,  when  it  also  moved  to  Av- 
enue  Louis  Pasteur,  directly  across  from  the  Latin 
School.  English's  new  home  was  in  a  building  previously 
occupied  by  the  now  defunct  High  School  of  Commerce. 

It  was  during  the  early  1970's  that  a  10  story  building 
was  erected  directly  behind  the  Commerce  building.  Ed- 
ucation continued  during  the  two  years  of  construction 
and,  in  the  fall  of  1973,  students  returned  to  find  the  old 
building  torn  down  and  the  "Tower"  in  full  operation. 
The  "Tower"  brought  new  changes  to  English  High.  For 
the  first  time  the  school  became  coed.  The  school  had 
dropped  its  "exam  school"  status  a  few  years  before,  and  ;  ! 
student  assignments  from  a  central  office  insured  that 
the  school  would  have  a  student  population  that  would 
bring  new  and  exciting  challenges.  Times  were  chang- 
ing. Where  previous  headmasters  would  spend  20-30 
years  at  the  helm  and  be  able  to  implement  definitive 
standards  according  to  traditional  educational  philoso- 
phies, the  ensuing  years  were  to  experience  a  total  of  8 
different  headmasters. 

In  1988,  the  English  High  School  moved  again.  This 
time  it  was  to  the  Jamaica  Plain  High  School  building  at 
144  McBride  Street.  For  the  first  time  in  its  167  year  old 
life,  it  was  not  to  be  centrally  located.  Instead  of  asphalt 
and  concrete  surroundings,  it  inherited  an  atmosphere 
of  suburbia  with  its  accompanying  green  lawns  and  ath- 
letic playing  fields. 

The  locations  have  changed  and  the  student  popula- 
tion is  ever  changing.  We  have  a  headmaster  whose  en- 
ergies  blend  smoothly  with  the  English  High  personality. 
Above  all  of  this  is  the  one  thing  that  remains  constant  - 
with  all  the  new  challenges  a  part  of  that  constant  is  the

tradition  of  excellence  embodied  in  the  EHS  motto, 
"Men  and  women  of  honor  and  achievement."  The  En- 
glish High  school  is  steeped  in  tradition  and  is  some- 
thing that  everyone,  both  staff  and  student,  through  the 
years  has  felt  when  he  or  she  becomes  a  part  of  it.  This 
tradition  of  ever  striving  for  excellence  is  one  of  long 
standing.  It  was  during  the  middle  of  the  last  century 


that  Rev.  James  Fraser,  an  English  Commissioner,  said  in 
his  report  on  the  school  system  of  the  United  States  that 
was  presented  to  the  House  of  Parliament,  "Taking  it  for 
all  in  all,  and  accomplishing  the  end  at  which  it  professes 
to  aim,  the  English  High  School  of  Boston  struck  me  as 
the  model  school  of  the  United  States.  I  wish  we  had  a 
hundred  such,  in  England."

It  was 
founded  in  1981.  Mr.  Hill  and  Ms.

On  May  14,  1995  the 
mayor  issued  a  procla- 
mation to  honor  the 
J.R.O.T.C.  The  stu- 
dents in  this  program 
participate  in  parades 
and  talent  shows.  They  also  have  the 
chance  to  participate  in  research  that 
involves  the  army.  Colonel  Jones  said, 
"We  teach  the  students  how  to  have 
self-esteem  and  have  confidence  in 
themselves."  When  the  students  wear 
the  uniform  and  work  with  other 
people  they  feel  proud,  and  more  ma- 
ture. This  is  the  J.R.O.T.C.  goal. 

The  J.R.O.T.C.  program  at  English 
High  started  in  the  1993-94  school 
year  with  110  students.  In  the  begin- 
ning, no  one  knew  quite  what  to  ex- 
pect. There  were  a  lot  of  students  put 
into  a  class  that  no  one  had  signed  up 
for.  But  in  spite  of  the  first-time 
glitches  that  go  with  any  new  pro- 
gram, the  program  proved  to  be  suc- 
cessful. The  J.R.O.T.C.  team  marched 
in  the  Memorial  Day  Parade.  They 
were  able  to  form  a  drill  team,  Color 
Guard,  and  even  got  an  award  from 
the  mayor  last  year.  In  the  summer 
selected  boys  and  girls  got  to  go  to 
camp  where  they  learned  different 
skills.  Some  of  the  important  things 
learned  there,  says  Robert  Cameron 
who  is  the  Cadet  Sergeant  Major, 
"They  teach  you  leadership,  how  to 
believe  in  yourself  and  to  work  with 
people." 

All  in  all,  the  program  is  doing  very 
well.  This  year  J.R.O.T.C.  is  a  lot  more 
active  within  the  school.  The  students 
now  sign  themselves  up  for  the  class. 
The  students  like  to  wear  their  uni- 
forms and  stand  tall,  because  it  makes 
them  feel  good  when  they  represent 
something  positive.

Frank  Anselmo,  age  95,  who 
graduated  with  the  class  of 
1918  from  English  High, 
was  recently  surprised  by 
English  High's  headmaster 
Gerald  Sullivan  with  a  trophy  which 
he  won  seventy-seven  years  ago 
when  he  gained  the  world's  record 
for  marksmanship.  For  those  of  you 
who  don't  know  who  Frank  Anselmo 
is,  he's  the  gentleman  who  donated 
the  money  for  the  piano  in  the  school 
lobby. 

During  the  time  when  Frank 
Anselmo  graduated  from  EHS,  the 
school  was  a  famous  high  school. 
EHS  is  the  oldest  public  school  in 
America,  and  has  a  long  history  of 
graduating  local  civic  and  business 
leaders,  judges,  lawyers,  politicians, 
solid  working  men  who  made  contri- 
butions to  the  growth  and  stability  of 
the  city.  EHS  admitted  only  male  stu- 
dents up  until  the  early  1970's. 

Mr.  Anselmo,  who  was  originally 
from  Sicily,  lived  in  several  other 
countries  before  coming  to  the  U.S.  in 
the  early  part  of  the  century.  He  had 
very  little  other  than  what  he  came 
with.  He  feels  that  he  made  a  success 
of  himself  in  life,  and  that  his  success 
was  due  to  the  very  excellent  educa- 
tion he  received  at  EHS.  He  feels  he 
owes  the  school  a  lot,  because  it  pre- 
pared him  for  the  future. 

We,  the  students  of  EHS,  are  very 
thankful  to  a  former  graduate,  Mr. 
Anselmo,  in  that  he  still  cares  about 
the  school  and  contributes  to  better 
English  High.

MEDIATION 

The  English  High  School  Mediation 
Program  is  a  SCORE  program  (Stu- 
dent Conflict  Resolving  Experts). 
SCORE  is  a  program  that  provides 
grants  for  the  development  of  school 
based  mediation  programs  which  use 
trained  students  to  resolve  violent 
and  potentially  violent  conflict 
among  peers. 

There  are  a  few  senior  mediators, 
most  of  whom  were  trained  during 
August.  The  mediators  have  to  go 
through  a  four  day,  twenty  hour 
training  program  that  requires  mental 
stamina  for  concentration,  good  lis-
